Hansen said he will hear evi­ 
dence in the case and make a 
report to the governor, who must 
make the decision as to whether 
Bedwell will be turned over to 
Florida authorities. 
He said Stratton would perhaps 
question 
Bedwell himself if 
he 
wanted more information than was 
available from the hearing 
Florida authorities issued a war 
rant for 
Bedwell just as he 
was 
being cleared of charges in 
the 
Grimes murder in Chicago, and 
Bedwell 
has 
been 
held under 
$100,000 bond. 
Bedwell was charged with rap 
ing the girl at De-Land, Fla , when 
he 
was

roustabout there several years ago.
